Tlxe Invasion nnd Capture of AVash- 
liigtoii in 181*. 


The following particulars of the capture 


of Washington in 1814, by the British army, 
will be ioteresting at the present time. .Bat 
Washington is now defended by Northern 
troops. The cowardly militia of Maryland 
and Virginia, are not there. Washington 
cannot be captured now. 


Daring the early portion of the summer' 


of 1814, Cockburn's fleet lay along the 
coast of Virginia, Maryland, and the Ches- 
apeake, when they were joined, on. the 3d 
of August,! by Cochrane's fleet, direct from 
Bermuda, both .numbering together twenty 
sail. 
Our government was apprised of hos- 


tile intentions upon the Capital, :but G-eu'l 
Armstrong, then Secretary of War, profess- 
ed a disbelief in the .rumors, and the Na- 
tional Intelligencer, proverbially -cautious 
then, as now, in its couclusions; doubted the 
probability of hostile intentions upon the 
Capital 


Piesident Madison, however, had t.vken 


some precautionary steps, by ordering a 
militia organization, which he deemed nuffi- 
cient for the occasion, in addition to a flo- 
tilla of barges, bearing guns placed under 
the command of Capt. Joshua Barney, and 
intended to check fleets in advancing toward 
the capital.. But after sailing up the bay, 
the troops disembarked at Benedict, on the 
banks of the Patuxent river, on the 20th of 
August. On the following day the army, 
consisting, of.four thousand men, took up 
tbeir march-toward the infant city. They 
were without artillery or cavalry, and 
marched under the : heat of a midsummer 
sun to Bladensburg, which they reached on 
the 24th. By adopting this route, the flo- 
tilla afforded no protection to the city, and, 
to prevent the guns or boats from being -ta- 
ken and used against the capitol, they were 
blown up on the. morning of the 22d, by or- 
der of Wm. Jones, Secretary of the Navy. 


The approach of the troops "under -Major 


General liobert Ross and Admiral Cock- 
burn, was watched by President Madison in 
person, who directed 8,000 inexperienced 
and undisciplined militia to Bladensburgh, 
under the command of Gen'l Winder, to op- 
poso the four thousand British .soldiers.— 
Gapt. Barney, having destroyed the flotilla, 
joined the military force of Gen'l Winder, 
with one hundred seamen and his field-pie- 
ces. 
On the afternoon of the 24th, the 


British opened fire, which was successfully 
returned by Barney's sailors, who maintain- 
ed their position nobly, while the raw re- 
cruits, under Winder, kept at a respectful 
distance, who, rendering little or no service 
with their muskets, soon broke ranks and 
turned their backs upon the enemy. Bar- 
ney's seamen fought braveley, and their 
s;uns proved terribly distructive to the ene- 
my. He was .overcome, however, after three 
hours' hard fighting, flanked by superior 
numbers, and finally fell wounded by the 
side of eleven men who were killed at their 


uns. 
He ordered a retreat and gave him- 


self up. His bravery contrasted nobly with 
the disgraceful cowardice of the militia.— 
(A large portion of the men were from Bal- 
timore, and if their sons of to-day possess 
no more of the elements essential to suc- 
cessful warfare, they will do well to make 
terms of peace with the Northern lads who 
propose to march through their city on their 
way to the Capitol.) 


The militia, without waiting for their 
com- 


mander to sound a retreat, took sudden 
leave of the battle-field, and made a direct 
line for the woods. The British experienc- 
ed a severe loss in their ranks, stated by 
the historian Gleig, of the 85th royal regi- 
ment, as high an five hundred men killed, 
grounded, and missing. 
Colonel Thornton, 


commander of the Light Brigade; Lieut. 
Colonel Wood, commander of the 85th reg- 
rnent, and Major Brown, who led on 'the 
advance troops, were severely wounded, 


hile General Ross had a horse killed un- 


der him. The loss was small on the part 
6f Barney's men ; and the English author 
referred to above admits that if the militia 
had done their duty, the victory would un- 
doubtedly have been on the American side. 
Of Barney's hundred sailors he speaks in 
the highest terms, remarking that " not on- 
ly did they serve their gung with a quick- 
ness and precision which astonished their 
assailants, bnt they stood till some of them 
were factually bayoneted with fuses in their 
hands; nor was it till their leader was. 
wounded and taken, and they saw them- 
seh'es deserted on all sides by the soldiers, 
that they quitted the field." 


Gen. Ross led the .Third British BrigaJe: 


into the city, and up to the capitol, on ap- 
proaching "which his horse was shot from 
under him by one of Barney's men, who 
hnd concealed himself in a house for that 
object. The house was immediately enter 
eel, the inmates put to to the sword, and 
the building and contents burned. A vol- 
ley was fired into the windows ' of the capi- 
tol when the the troops entered. 
Cockburn 


took the speaker's chair, and asked the 
question: " Shall this harbor of Yankee 
democracy be burned ? All for it ?ay aye 1", 
He reversed the question, 'pronounced the 
motion carried, and or'dered the torch, to be 
put to the building. It way.soon-in flames. 


As a prudential step, the secretary ,of the 


navy ordered Commodore Tingey to fire trc 
navy yard, which, with the sloop-of-war Ar- 
gus, (ten guns,) five armed barges, two gun-, 
boats, and all the naval stores, was consign- 
ed to the flames. 


The British troops then proceeded to the 


treasury and president's mansion, both of 
which they fired—the President haying re- 
treated, with his, cabinet, on horseback, 
across the Potomac.. That night tha-army 
encamped on Capitol Hill, and were expos- 
ed to a severe storm, with heavy thunder, 
which add intensity of awe to the dismal 
scenes which: had just been enacted. Dur- 
ing the night a grand-nephew of Gen. Wash- 
ington,rashly attacked the sentries, and was, 
shot down. The long,, bridge was simulta- 
neously fired, at each end, by fhe opposing 
parlies—each apprehensive of an attack by 
the other.

Next morning the British ,burned :the 


buildings connected with th.e;navy and-war 
departments ; destroyed the. materiel in the 
National Intelligencer office, and threw the 
type out of the window ; destroyed the re- 
maining buildings about the navy yard and 
at.Greenleaf'a Point; threw a; torch, into 
the well where arlarge quantity of powder 
w"as cpncealed, which, ejtploded, destroying 
nearly one hundred of the. British troops, 
scattering their mutilated remains in every 
direction. .

A frightful tornado immediately swept 


over the city, destroying building and prop- 
erty as if in completion of the general work 
of .destruction. . Very many, of, the enemy 
and of the inhabitants, were, liuried in . the 
ruins of buildings blown .down.

from the city in the evening, and hurried 
towards the place of embarkation. 


After the lapse of half a century of 


peaceful prosperity and rapid progress in 
the arts .and commerce, .Washington is 
again threatened with invasion under cir- 
cumstances.vastly different from those on 
the former occasion.

The United States waited patiently while 
their authority was defied iu turbulent as- 
semblies and insidious preparations, willing 
to hope that .mediation, offered on all sides, 
would conciliate and induce the disaffected 
parties to return to a better mind. But 
the case is now altogether changed. 
The 


insurgents have instituted revolution with 
open, flagrant, deadly war, to compel the 
United States to acquiesce in the dismem- 
berment of the Union. The United States 
have accepted this civil war as an inevita- 
ble necessity. The constitutional remedies 
for all the complaints of the insurgents are 
still open to them, and will remain so.— 
But, on the other hand, the land and naval 
iorces of the Union have been put into ac- 
tivity to restore the federal authority and to 
save the Union from danger. You cannot 
be too decided or too explicit in making 
known to the French government that there- 
is not now, nor has there been, nor will 
there be any—the least—idea existing in 
this government of suffering.a dissolution 
of this Union to take place in any way 
whatever. There will be here only one na- 
tion and one government, and there will be 
the same republic and the same constitu- 
tional Union that have already survived a 
dozen national changes, and changes of 
government in almost every other country. 
These will stand hereafter as they are now, 
objects of human wonder and human affec- 
tion. You have seen on the eve of your 
departure the elasticity of the national 
spirit, the vigor of the national government, 
and the lavish devotion of the national 
treasures to this great cause. Tell M. 
Thouveuel, then, with the highest conside- 
ration and good feeling, that-the thought 
of a dissolution of this Union,, peaceably 
or by force, has never entered into the mind 
of any candid statesman here, and it is high 
time that it be dismissed by statesmen in 
Europe.

Southern Illinois for the Union—Se- 
cesslon Squelched iu Egypt. 


CARBONDALE, 111., May 7, 1861. 


MESSRS. EDITORS :—I recollect reading a 


despatch in the Gazette, to the effect that 
at Elkton, Md., 
all the people were hot se- 


cessionists until Sherman's battery was sta- 
tioned there, wkun nil suddenly became 
great lovers of the Union and the govern- 
ment. This despatch pictures the sudden 
and great change in Carbondale as well as 
Elkton. I never saw so complete a revolu- 
tion of feeling in so short a time as there 
has been, not only in this place, but through- 
out Egypt. The Union men now occupy 
the position held by the-secessionists at the 
writing of my Erst letter. Not one of the 
latter now dares utter a curse loud enough 
to be heard above the top of his hat, while 
the Union men are full of enthusiasm, spir- 
it and pluck. 


A company of volunteers have been or- 


ganized here, and go into camp in a few 
days. Two more companies are being rap- 
idly organized—one of cavalry and one of 
infantry. In short, Egypt now thoroughly 
understands herself. 


Not less than fifty car loads of troops 


have passed here on their way to Cairo 
since my last. We have no fears now of 
Cairo, although active preparations are still 
going on below, with the avowed intention 
of attacking that place. If they come, some 
of them will go back again a " leetle" the 
worae for a good thrashing. It is under- 
stood that Gen'l Pillow is to command the 
traitors—that is, if he has yet learned to dig 
a ditch on the right side of his 
men. 


There ia a regular stampede of northern 


men, from the South to the United States. 
Every train North is literally crammed with 
passengers, while not a day passes but 
num- 


bers of weary, foot-sore wayfarers pass by 
here begging for a "bite and sup" to help 
them on their weary way, having escaped 
the chivalrous south to avoid being pressed 
into the service of Jeff. Davis & Co., or 
driven off with only " what they had on." 
Poor fellows ! When they volunteer into 
some company and return to the " Sunny 
South" with arms in their hands, won't the 
fur fly ? All speak of great fears being en- 
tertained of a rising among the slaves. 


To give you an idea of the spirit that an- 


.imates our volunteers : last night the de- 
tachment at the Big Muddy railroad bridge 
was changed, and when the old detachment 
passed here they were singing to the tune 
of Dixie's Land:—

"Away, away, away down south in Cairo ; 
In this dear land we'll take our stand— 


Hurrah'l HURRAH I 1 


In this dear land we'll take our stand, . 
. And live and die for the Union." 
The hurrah I was not sung, but fairly 


shouted out, and passengers, .towns-people, 
railroaders and all took it up again and

As a large portion of thi 
volunteers are Germans, the German wo 
men have reparate sewing societies of thei 
own ; and although mostly belonging to tin 
humbler class, they have contributed lar<*e 
ly to the same service. Col. Frank P.Blair' 
regiment is at the JeSerson barracks, an 
the Colonel and his family have gone ther 
likewise.

TERIUBLE EARTHQUAKE IN CAILI—EIGHT 


THOUSAND LIVES LOST.—The P. S. N. Go's 
teamer Bogota, Capt. W. B. Wells, arrived 
n this port on the 21st inst. 


The dates perBogdta are from Valpariso 


o the 3J, and Callao to the. 14th inst. 


The most important news is the sad in- 


elligence of one of the most.fearful earth- 
quakes at Mendoza that has ever been ex- 
>ericnced in South America. 


Mendoza is situated on the eastern slope 


of the Andes, and is the first town met with 
'n the Argentine Confederation, after crosa- 
ng the Cordilleras from Chili. It was a 
jlace of considerable importance, from its 
ocation on the frontier, and contained 12,- 
000 inhabitants. 


For upwards of a .hundred years it had 


not been visited by an.earthquake,.and-the 
people there lived in comparative safety 
'rora this scourge of those regions. Unfor- 
tunately, however, on the evening of the 
20th of March, abont 8:45, a shock was ex. 
perienced running from north to south, and 
at the same instant another from south' to 
north, .which lasted about five seconds, leav 
in ruin every dwelling and public edifice in 
the place, not a single house toeing left 
standing, and destroying upwards of eight 
thousand of the population. The accounts 
of this dreadful affair .are terrible ; whole 
families have been swept iulo eternity in an 
instant, and a few who have escaped are 
left homeless, naked and starving. Tbe 
catastrophe has 'thrown a gloom over (he 
whole of Chili, as many of the leading fam 
ilies of Santiago, who had gone to reside 
there on account of their politics, have per 
ished. The commercial community of Val 
paraiso also are likely to suffer, heavy loss 
es, as a large trade was carried on between 
the two places.

It was reported that San Juan, a town o 


considerable importance fiboat 'ninety mile, 
from Mendoza, was also destroyed, and tha 
the river, leaving its original bed, had com 
pletely inundated the, place ; but this, a 
well as the reported destruction of two oth 
er towns, requires , confirmation.—Panami 
Star & Herald, April Uth.
